OFFICIALS CONFIRM 
DAUTREMONT CAPTURE 


Portland, Ore., February 12.— 
(United News.)—The greatest mar- 
hunt in recent years was believed to 
be drawing to a close tonight, in the 
opinion of postal authorities here who 
today received official confirmation 
of a report that Hugh D’Autremont 
had been captured in Manila.

PURCHASING FIRMS 


Washington, February 12.—(?)— 
Investigation by the federal trade 


commission of activities of industries 


purchasing cotton seed for refining, 
erushing and otherwise processing was 
in a resolution by 
Representative McDuffie, democrat, 
Alabama.

The lowest costs per pupil reported 
was at Philadelphia, cost $70, and at 
Ogden, Utah, where it was figured at 
$76 per year.

Detroit gets $2,500,000 annually 
from Michiga‘a state for operation of 
municipal schools and Richmond re- 
ceives £550,000 from Virginia.

Free school books are nished by 
all the cities and St» Louis furnishes 
in addition to these, all supplies.

Following a meeting at which the 
Atlanta Lawyers’ club went on record 
as indorsing the work of the Atlanta 
Legal Aid society in curbing the ae 
tivities of “loan sharks” and similar 
agencies, the Legal Aid society held 
ifs annual meeting Saturday, featured 
by a review of the past year’s accom- 
plishments and election of officers. 

Officers elected to serve the society 
for the coming year are E. S. Gam- 
president; William G. Grant, 
secretary: Roy LeCraw, treasurer: 
end Marion Smith, 
vice presidents, and J. L. R. Bord, 
The following mem- 


rectors: Harold Hirsch, Horace Rus- 
sell. Grover Middlebrooks and Dr. W. 
E. Davis. 

The Legal Aid society is supported 
by the Community .Chest, furnishing 
free legal aid to Atlantans who can- 
not afford legal protection in matters 
of usurious loans and other forms of 
extortion, or lack the ability to deal 
with money sharpers. 

During 1926 the society filed over 
200 injunctions against “loan shark” 
agencies operating as salary buyers 
or loan indorsers, and asked the can- 
cellation of their contracts when found 
to be illegal; obtained numerous in- 
dictments against such agencies while 
at the same time cafrying on a pub- 
licity campaign against the offenders 
with a view both to education of pos- 
sible victims and their employers. 

The result, the report of the society 
sets forth, has been that dozens of 
“loan sharks” have ceased operation 
in Atlanta. while the remainder— 
about 60—have reduced their monthly 
rates of interest from ‘60 per cent to 
approximately 10 per cent. Wharton 
Wilson is chairman of the committee 
handling this phase of the society's 
work. 

Domestic relatiéns, industrial acci- 
dents and work among pauper and in- 
digent prisoners were among other 
phases of the society’s 1926 program.

Existence of a layer in the upper air 
which bends radio waves back to earth 
has been verified, the Carnegie insti- 
tute announced today, in experiments 
ya vieng by Dr. G. Briet and Dr. M. 

ve, research investigators of its 
department of terrestial magnetism. 

Were it no for that “céiling,” it was 
explained, the radio waves “—— pass 
steadily outward into space, rendering 
long distance transmission impossible. 

In a series of experiments during 
1926, in cooperation with the naval 
research laboratory, the bureau of

for limiting construction of auxiliary 
naval craft is regarded here as vir- 
tually assured. 

Japan will accept the American jin- 
vitation for such a conference with- 
out reservation. France is formulat- 
ing an acceptance in principle coupled 
with “very serious reserves.” British 
acceptance is clearly foreshadowed, 
and Italy alone is unheard from in 
any definite way. Officials see little 
reason to doubt that she, too, will 
concur in the proposals made by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. 

Acceptance of the proposal to ne- 
gotiate, however, by no means carries 
with it certainty that a five-power 
treaty to limit cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines will result. International 
problems of extreme difficulty remain 
to be overcome.

“We supported the Crisp-Curtis 
bill, which provided exactly the same 
sum of money and for precisely the 
same purpose as the Relare-Hatcen 
bill.

It would be approved by the 
president. It is inconceivable that 
the president will approve the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill. Nearly every law- 
yer of recognized ability in and out 
of congress has declared the McNary- 
Haugen bill to be unconstitutional. 
-it is hardly within the range of pos- 
sibility that the bill, if it finally 
jasses the house, can ever become a 
aw. First. it is assumed that the 
president will veta it. It cannot be 
passed by the céngress over his veto. 
Even if the president should approve 
it, it would finally be invalidated by 
the courts. We therefore had the op- 
tion of taking a measure which we 
believe cannot become a law, or ac- 
cepting a measure which gave us the 
same benefits but which did not con- 
tain the provisions of the equalization 
fee. The Curtis-Crisp bill is con- 
ceded on all sides to be free from 
attack in the courts. 

Offers Definite Program. 

“The tariff can have no application 
to cotton. The measure offers a defi- 
nite program for the continued pro- 
tection of all food products made in 
the west which all consumers, includ- 
ing our southern farmers, must buy. 

“Convineed, as we are, of these 
facts, we believed that the Curtis- 
Crisp bill offered the only hope of 
farm relief at this session and that 
the McNary-Haugen bill in the form 
in which it now goes to the house 
might increase the price of western 
wheat but will be little less than dis- 
astrous to the southern farmer par- 
ticularly.”

My dear Marian Moore: 

I am laced with the necessity 
of getting furniture, draperies, 
rugs—everything. in fact—for the 
furnishing of a living room, and 
[ realize that I know almost 
nothing about what to buy. More 
than that, my means are quite 
limited. Won't you please ad- 
vise me as to the actual articles 
of furniture which can be bought 
at a small cost and still be pleas- 
ant to live with: also what is 
the lowest price one must pay for 
a rug, consistent with fair dura- 
bility? What about curtains, 
draperies and lamps in the same 
scale of expenditure? 

I do want this room to be at- 
tractive and helieve you can help 

me. Please dont forget to tell 
me how to harmonize it in colors.

This letter is typical of many that 
reach my office, so that in answering 


I feel that I shall be helping a host 
of other women who are faced with 
the same problem. 

Every living room requires certain 
essentials to comfort and livableness: 
A fairly large table, four chairs, a 
couch, at least one small table, a book- 
case (if one owns many books), two 
lamps, a rug, curtains and draperies, 
a mirror, pictures, a desk. 
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The larger table may be a davenport 
model, but the gateleg table is just 
as decorative and easier to place in 
small interiers; it has been called the 
“table of a hundred uses.” It is more- 
over, very economical and harmonizes 
with most English and American 
furniture designs. 

Of the four chairs, one may be 
a Windsor armchair, and one a Wind- 
sor side chair; the other two should 
be a large*Coxwell for a man (or a 
smaller model for a woman), and-a 
semi-upholstered chair, like the one 
shown at the top of the picture.

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An average speed of 53.8 miles an 
hour for 24 continuous hours was 
hung up by-one of the new type Es-:

er company, Hudson-Essex distributor. 

This test, according to C. H. Beck- 
er, was completed by Walter M. Mur- 
phy, the Los Angeles distributor, and 
was officially observed and scored by 
Los Angeles newspapermen~ and by 
the Western Union. After the Essex 
had dashed off its 1,291 miles on the 
track, it completed a trip up Mt. 
Wilson and return, and was placed 
for display in the distributor's Los 
Angeles showroom. : 

“When this test was undertaken,” 
said Mr. Becker, “the program was 
simply to equal the 50-miles-an-hour 
average which has been promised by 
the Hudson organization for the Es- 
sex super-six.

Article on Founders’ Day 


Mrs. Clifford Walker, chairman of 
pre-school circles for the National 
Congress of Parents and Teachers, is- 
sues the following article, appropriate 
to the celebration of Georgia day and 
yn day of the National 

“Coming so closely together there is 
a peculiar relation between Georgia 
day and Pounders’ day of the Nation- 
al Congress of Parents and Teachers. 
Georgia day recalls names and charac- 
ters of founders of our national life 
who wrought not alone in the building 
of our own state, but were called into 
council concerning national questions. 
Mrs. Theodore Birney, founder of the 
National Congress of Parents and 
Teachers, was a Georgia woman who 
lived the greater part of her life in 
this state and moved to Washington 
in time to receive the financial aid of 
Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, enabling her to 
launch the national congress before 
her death, mal’ ~ he: a figt-.e of 
state pride. Neither one state or one 
nation, however, could hold a boundary 
for her vision; it crossed the ocean 
and reached all countries of the world. 

“Mrs. Birney’s suggestions were al- 
ways practical. From a well-ordered 
home of her own she stated to the 
world that there was a trinity of pa- 
rental duty in home _ life—parents’ 
duties toward each other, toward their 
children and toward themselves—and 
while outside claims were not to be 
home duties

“While her main appeal was made 
for study on the part of every moth- 
er, Mrs. Birney stood for the coopera- 
tion of both parents, because they held 
in their combined possession the price- 
less material of which the future civi- 
lization would be wrought.

What the Coolidge Men Claim. 

When asked their views as to what 
would happen to the _president’s 
chance of renomination in the event 
of his vetoing the farm relief bill, the 
Coolidge men claim there would” be 
no killing effect. 

They say that anything like the 
McNary-Haugen measure is almost 
solidly opposed by the great majority 
of the potential republican voters ‘of 
the country; that a veto of that bill 
would not alienate a vote from the 
president in any state east of Ohio; 
and that it would not take from the 
republican national ticket the elec- 
toral vote of any state between the 
oceans that is now relied upon to 
assure its success in 1928. 

They have a table of figures already 
prepared which shows 24 states whose 
delegates they say “no man can take 
from Coolidge” and those delegates 
total 559, or four more than the neces- 
sary majority to nominate. This table 
does not include a single state west 
of Pennsylvania, but takes in all the 
southern states except Oklahoma. 

It is a remarkable tabulation and 
to one who understands political con- 
ditions, as they exist today, the con- 
cli#ion from it is irresistible that 
Coolidge can be renominated, if he 
wants to be, without consulting the 
wishes, demands, or oppositions of 
the midwest or far west politicians of 
his party.

Reelection Is Something Else. 

Granting that he can so surely 
get his renomination the question of 
gctting himself reclected takes on quite 
another complexion. 

Thirteen southern states that would 
give him 224 votes in convention for 


renomination would most certainly 
not give him a single electoral vote 
for reelection, unless it should be 
West Virginia withher eight electoral] 
votes. So that per cent of his 
convention majority would be missing 
at the election. 

The other 11 states in his above 
figured convention majority could only 
give him 152 electoral votes. Add the 
eight of West Virginia to give him 
160 of the 266 necessary to elect a 
president—and whence, then, must 
come the other 106 necessary electoral] 
votes: 


That looks easy to the Coolidgeites,

'spired by a letter from W. E. Bobo, 


has been read and digested by the 
writer who considers both the editori- 
al and the letter most sensible dis- 
cussions of a very important topic— 
the satisfactory disposition of the 
Georgia farmers’ products. 


To jump into waters already so 
muddied by indecisions, and apparent 
ignorance of the vital essentials of 
marketing, may seem foolhardy, but, 
or the good of Georgia, here’s my 
little contribution to the cause. 

There are six primary element:, in 
my mind, to be considered in dispos- 
ing of the Georgia farmers’ food prod- 
ucts (food distribution is my business) 
which are: 1, Quality production; 
2, proper preparation for market; 3, 
preserving facilities; 4, regulated dis- 
tribution through established channels ; 
5, advertising, and 6, financing. 

1. Quality production is solely a 
problem of the farmer. If all other 
factors inform the farmer on their 
needs and requirements, he will pro- 
duce the kind of goods needed. 

2. Proper preparation for market is 
an element of which the Georgia pro- 
ducer shows an appalling ignorance. 
due possibly to his inexperience in 
marketing. Modern and practical 
methods of packing and preparation 
for market of food products is one 
of the biggest needs of Georgia food 
producers, The S. agricultural 
department and the Georgia agricul- 
tural department. could make their 
service to the farmer really worth 
while by ‘investigating these methods 
and by disseminating the practical 
knowledge thus acquired to the pro- 
ducers, The failure of Georgia pro- 
ducers to use such methods is an as- 
surante that the agricultural depart- 
ments have been lax thus far in dis- 
pensing this very necessary knowledge. 

Georgia food producers would have 
their eyes opened if they could visit a 
modern commission house and see for 
themselves just how other producers 
pack and care for the products they 
ship. They would then realize why 
Georgia food produets of real merit— 
when they are shipped—do not bring 
as great a price as similar products 
from other states. 

Grading and _ standardization all 
come under this heading and, until 
the Georgia producer learns how to 
standardize, grade and pack his food 
products properly, hé-eannot expect 
to have preference shown to his prod- 
ucts, even by Georgia distributors and 
consumers.

entire state. Why should the retailer 
purchase a Georgia food product at a 
respectable price when he knuws the 
producer will glut the market with 
that product as soon as it can be

5. Local or state-wide distribution 
of a product is insufficient to fulfill 
the production of a state with the 
great agricultural possibilities of Geor- 
gia, and the best means whereby mar- 
kets can be created in other states is 
by advertising. The right kind of ad- 
vertising properly supported in inval- 
uable to the producers. 

6. Financing is another great prob- 
lem. Possibly it has no place in this 
little dissertation, but it seéms so vital 
to the Georgia bankers that their 
state-wide organization has a perma- 
nent committee striving to aid the pro- 
ducers of Georgia. Without doubt 
some means needs to be found to help 
the farmer get away from the land- 
owner-demagogues who will not per- 
mit diversification and to be freed of 
the unthinking or very selfish small- 
town bankers who, from information 
gathered, will not back the farmer in 
anything except on a straight cotton 
crop basis. 

Now, here’s a suggestion for The 
Atlanta Constitution. You've done 
a lot of fine editorial writing; why 
not start something concrete and prac- 
tical to help Georgia’s food production 
grow and prosper? 

Commence in Atlanta with a com- 
mittee of business men who are con- 
sidered experts in their respective lines 
and let them work out a’ workable 
solution for the present muddle. Don't 
make the mistake of selecting men 
solely because they are public-spirited ; 
too often such men permit their zeal 
to predominate over logic when they 
have no great knowledge of the sub- 
ject and make glaring mistakes of 
judgment. 

Choose a committee to be composed 
of one representative producer each 
of three or four different fool products 
—producers who have the confidence 
of other producers; a representative 
or two of the Georgia Association; a 
representative of the state department 
of agriculture; a representative of 
one or more of the railroads; two 
wholesale commission men and three 
local retailers; a couple of bankers; 
a couple of advertising experts and 
representatives of the press. Choose 
publie-spirited men to represent each 
factor necessiry to help put Georgia 
on the map as a prosperous agricul- 
tural state and, if any of them are too 
seifish to give of their time and know!l- 
edge, replace them with others. The 
woods are full of men in each branch 
of food distribution and every type of 
industry and cotamerce who are anx- 
ious to do what they can to help 
Georgia and the Georgia producer. 
| Jet's quit talking so much abont 
what we can do. or what we should 
have done, and do something. Let's 
show the rest of the world that Atlan- 
ta isn’t the windbag so many jealous 
cities consider us to be by starting 
something concrete and definite that 
will be of lasting benefit to our state. 
Let’s make Georgia a food producing 
stete, second to none other. 

If The Atlanta Constitution leads 
the group of practical business men 
mentioned in the suggested committee 
to open the Atlanta tharket to Geor- 
gia food products, the leading newspa- 
pers of other Georgia cities will quick- 
ly follow suit and the ultimate aim of 
bringing prosperity to Georgia and 
Georgia producers of food products 
will quickly be reached.

OLD FOGYISM AT WORK. 
One of the two physicians in a back- 
woods hamlet in what I believe is the 


| most illiterate state in the union, tells 
_& bereaved husband and father that 
the little wife and mother, who has 
»gone where there ia less superstition 
_ and ignorance, Jet us hope, in all prob- 
ability contracted tuberculosis in the 
following manner: 
| “The house was entirely new 
when we moved in, except one 
room, and my wife was not satis- 
fied with that room, so one day 
when I was at work she tore the 
wall paper off and scraped the 
walls and repapered it herself. 

Now some years previously that 

room had been occupied by two 

persons who had TB. Others had , 

lived there since, and did not get 

TB, just previous to our occupan- 

cy, but they never scraped the 

walls or repapered the room. My 
physician thinks that my-wife in 
all probability contracted the dis- 
ease while removing the wall pa- 
per. He has since advised me 
to be very careful when I under- 
take any persenal work in that 
room. This has caused me no lit- 
tle grief, both as to the past and 
as to the future, for this house is 
to be my home, come what may. 

The doctor's opinion makes myself 

and my home more isolated, for 

most of the people think it is a 

dangerous place to live... In 

our community there is a good 

dwelling which it has been im- 

possible to rent for years, because 

sometime ago a victim of cancer 
lived there, . . . But I feel a kind 
of remorse, even though my wife 
renovated the room without my 
knowledge that she intended to do 
ao, Il would give all 1 possess 
or will ever possess to know she 

did not contract TBinthis house. 

. « But I can’t see how else 
she could have contracted it. 
When she was in her teens she 
nursed an aunt who had it, but 
that was 30 years ago... .” 
Well, my friend, 111i tell you that 

your wife certainly never contracted 
tuberculosis from that room or from 
anything she did in the way of reno 
vating the room, and I tell you fur- 
ther that the physician who thought 
that your wife “in all probability” 
got the disease in that way is an aw- 
ful old fogy to be saddled with, but 
T guess they don’t believe in evolution 
back there in the hills anyway. 

If we know anything about the 
enuse of tuberculosis today we take a 
different view of the way in which 
the disease is commonly contracted. 
There isn’t any evidence worth worry- 
ing about that tuberculosis is ever con- 
veyed through or by wall paper or 
any such inanimate object or material 
or surface. The ordinances’ or 
health board regulations which 
have been adopted here and there, re- 
lating to the occupancy of rooms which 
have been occupied by patients with 
tuberculosis are mere hysterical bits 
of pseudo sanitary hokum conceived 
and applied under the urge of these 
new fangled social service hounds who 
take a course six weeks in a_ so- 
called summer school or an oil mag- 
nate’s subsidized university and then

If that house you mention, friend, 
where somebody had cancer, is left 
vacant because people are afraid <o 
live in it, your community is indeed 
to be pitied, Does the old fogy physi- 
cian lend his immoral support to that 
superstition, too? He must be beloved 
of the benighted people, that bird. Few 
myths or superstitions, have less to 
rest upon than the ne that cancer 
is in any way communicable. There 
is precisely the same danger fn liv- 
ing with, caring for, nursing or asso- 
ciating with a person afflicted with 
an ordinary boil or a festering thumb 
of an “ulcerated” tooth as there ig in 
coming into such contact with one 
who has cancer. Ordinarily soap and 
water cleanliness is ample sanitary 
precaution to take against the slight 
danger of contracting ordinary sep- 
ticemia (blood poisoning) from the 
case of boil or th2 case of cancer. 


That old fogy physician fairly rep- 
resents a class of just about his cali- 
ber in the medical profession every- 
where, in the cities as well as the 
backwoods towns. How unscientific, 
illogical and cruel his attitude is, 
should be clear to any thinking per- 
son. If there be any risk or danger 
involved in doing any work in or upon 
that room, it is certainly the physi- 
cian’s duty to lay down explicit direc- 
tions about the proper removal of that 
danger, instead of trying to frighten 
this poor man and his family and 
cater to the popular scare by advising 
the man to “be careful.” That ad- 
vice is very much like the absurd ad- 
vice old fogy health officers and some 
popular medical practitioners give 
about fresh air—be sure to get plenty 
of it but bewore if it happens to move. 
Yet some people are fond of such 
advice and even pay money for it. I 
have handed out plenty of hokum my- 
self in my day, but I never could get 
the kick some physicians get out of 
telling patients to be careful about 
drafts. I can imagine how it feels, 
though, for every little while I- have 
oecasion to admonish Tony, the Irish 
Wop, about carelessly thrusting his 
curious nose between the jaws of some 
of these dinosaurs the neighbors arouad 
here keep: ‘‘Some day, you little son 
of a gun, you're gonna lose your head 
entirely!” But of course I dont 
charge the terrior anything for this 
advice. 

When tuberculosis is transmitted 
from one person to another it is trans- 
mitted directly, as a respiratory or 
spray infection (or by kissing), and 
for such infection to ocgur in suffici- 
ent amount to establish a focus of 
disease in the victim it is necessary 
that the contact or association between 
patient and victim be (1) intimate or 
frequent or habitual and (2) prolonged. 
Nurse and patient, husband and wife, 
companions, fellow workers, room- 
mates, parents and child, lovers, broth- 
er and sister, are instances of the 
kind of contact which presents an 
opportunity for infection with tuber- 
culosis. Aside from the carrying of 
tubercle bacilli in such foods as milk, 
this is practically the only way the 
disease is likely to be transmitted and 
the only way that need ever concern 
anybody who wishes to avoid con- 
tracting the disease. 

A tuberculosis patient who has had 
e great advantage of a sojourn in 
a tuberculosis hospital, sanitarium or 
camp knows how to take all necessary 
precautions against the  possibie 
spread of the disease to those who 


come in contact with him. and if such 


“ta patient is fairly intelligent, fairly

him, that is, for adults. Children

Supplementary Sight-Singing Exer- 
cises is a collection of interesting ma- 
terial for supplementary sight-singing 
in all grades.

The Elements of Dynamic Sym- 
metry. By Jay Hambridge, the artist 
and writer, author of “Dynamic Sym- 
metry Composition,” “The Greek 
Vase,” “The Parthenon,” and other 
Greek temples. The question is asked 
in the very beginning “What igs Dy- 
namic symmetry?” Thereply is given 
in connection with this work is that it 
is the law of proportion discovered by 
the late Jay Hambridge in plant and 
shell growth and later found to have 
been used by the ancient Egyptians 
and Greeks in their works of art.

“We spent a year in Greece, where 
he prepared the material for his book, 
‘The Parthenon,’ and where I learned 
to weave on the hand loom among the 
peasants. The book I send you I gst 
out from lessons Mr. Hambridge pub- 
lished in a magazine, to be used as a 
text book in schools and for students. 
The cover is made of silk, hand spun 
by peasants in Greece, and dyed and 
woven by me in New York on a hand 
loom.

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N 1812, England was at war 
with France, and being in 
need of service men she claimed 
justification in stopping Ameri- 
can ships on the high seas and 
searching, them for British sub- 
jects, to be impressed into her 
On several occasions 
American ships were seized “for 
carrying contraband” when they 
were searched and found to have 
among the passengers or crew a person thought to 
be a British subject. This the United States con- 
sidered a violation of the seas, and caused compli- 
cations to arise which led to the War of 1812, in 
which the world’s youngest nation matched itself 
against one of the oldest and strongest. 

The war was fought mostly on the sea, but there 
were land campaigns along the Canadian border, 
around Washington and at New Orleans. The war 
lasted about two and a half years, and was brought 
to an end by a conference at Ghent, in December, 
1814, but so slow were the means of communication 
that two great battles were fought before news of 
the peace treaty reached America. One of these 
was the Battle of New Orleans, where General 
Andrew Jackson’s militiamen defeated the British 
troops under General Packenham. 

' Peace has now reigned 111 years between the 
two countries, and their trust of each other has grown 
so great that there is not a single fort of either

Crosses of Service 


Notable U. D. C. Leader 


Dear Madam President: 

l am writing you in regard to the 
Cross of Service, which, by action 
of the general convention at Rich- 
mond, becomes the “Cross of Military 
Service.” 

According to adoption of our coin- 
mittee recommendations, the follow- 
ing additions are made to the rules of 


the chapters of your division: 
1—KFach state division may, at 
annual convention, bestow the Cross of 
Military Service upon two veterans of 
the world war, who have rendered 
such distinet service as to be deserv- 
ing of such special recoguiton from 
the U. D. C. Applicatons for these 
iwo decorations must fulfil] all re- 
quirements of the rules of award and 
must be submitted to the president 
general, to be approved by her and 
the custodian of crosses, three (5) 
months before date of state conven- 
tion. The executive committee of the 
state division shall select one can- 
didate from the state at large and 
shall allow the chapter or chapters of 
town in which convention is to meet, 
to nominate the other candidate. pro-

Sunday afternoon quite a number 
of people of Calhoun and Resaca, met 
two miles north of Resaca on the 
Dixie highway for the unveiling of 
a white marble and gray stone marker 
which had been set up by the Gordon 
county chapter No. 923, United 
Daughters of the Confederacy in hon- 
or of the Confederate dead that fell 
in the Resaca engagement and whose 
bodies lie in the Confederate ceme- 
tery nearby. 

Mrs. Maude B. Neal, president of 
the chapter, explained the object of 
the gathering. 

Rey. J. T. Eakes, of the Calhoun 
M. E. church, south, delivered a brief 
adcaress upholding the courage and 
dignity of the south. 


The handsome marker was then un- 
veiled by the president, Mrs. Maude 
B. Neal, and Mrs. Lizzie Wilson 


Hines, chairman for a number of 
years of the “memorial comniittee,” 
and to whose untiring_interest and 
efforts the placing of this marker 
was made possible. Mrs. Hines, who 
is also secretary of the chapter, said: 

“This is only one of the 433 mark- 
ers that have been dedicated by dif- 
ferent chapters United Daughters of 
the Confederacy, This service is ren- 
dered in a spirit of forgiveness in lov- 
ing remembrance of the deeds of valor 
which were displayed in the days of 
long ago when the flower of the 
south’s young manhood answered the 
call te meet the stress of the times 
that tried men’s sould. October 25, 
1866, 60 years ago—the Resaca Con- 


federate cemetery near this place was 


consecrated and dedicated to the 


memory of the soldiers buried there 
who had given their lives in a cause 
they believed to be right. on this his- 
toric batt:efield. In placing this mark- 
er, the Gordon county chapter thus 
makes her contribution towards mark- 
ing “Historie Georgia.” 

The inscription is as follows: “The 
Resaca Confederate cemetery is lo- 
cated one-half mile north of this spot. 
This marker given and placed py 
the Gordon coun.y chapter, No. 923, 
United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
marks the battlefield of May. 1864.”

‘Mrs. Farmer Outlines Plans | 


On Home Demonstration W ork 


Mrs. Ira Farmer, of Atlanta, home 
demonstration chairman for the Geor- 
gia federation, has given to The Con- 
stitution club page the outlines of 
splendid plans connected with work 
for the department in which she is 
deeply interested and has a store of 
valuable knowledge. She says: 

“Each year when we leave the an- 
nual farmers’ conference held at the 
State College of Agriculture, we carry 
away a new appreciation of Georgia's 
resources of climate and soil. Eaen 
year we take home the belief that all 
must be right with Georgia with the 
splendid farmers and farm women on 
the job. And this year we left with 
the newly awakened hope that these 
nen and women will come into their 
own because of the evidence presented 
that at last all Georgia realizes what 
some of us have lone known, that the 
problem is not to teach the farmer io 
diversify (for that he already knows) 
but that it is to get the crops from 
the producer to consunfer without a 
loss to the producer, because a crop 
is not a crop until it is marketed. 
So, with the slogan of the conference, 
‘Coordinating Production with Market- 
ing, adopted by every interest in the 
state, Georgia agriculture will prove 
that it has been only a question of 
proper distribution for many years. 


Marketing Crops. 


“As to the marketing of the field 
crops of the farmer the Georgia club 
woman can give little active assis*- 
ance, but as was brought out in the 
farm woman's conference, in Chicago, 
she can help with her ‘moral support,’ 
and that the moral support of the fed- 
erated club women of America is no 
small force, has very recently beea 
exemplified in Washington. 

“But there is a phase of marketing 
in which all women are interested and 
in which the club women can render 
valuable assistance. In every family, 
whether residing on Peachtree road or 
2 miles from a lemon and no ice, it is 
The only difference 
is that the one purchases what her 
market affords and the other produces 
the food in her garden, orchard and 
poultry yard. Each is equally inter- 
ested in a balanced diet and the proper 
number of vitamines (and an interest- 
ing bit of research now being carried 
on by the nutrition specialist at the 
Agricultural college shows the aver- 
age diet in Georgian is decidedly de- 
ficient in iron). The answer to this 
problem which is peculiarly the wom- 
an’s, and one which we know from ex- 
perience the men are going to over- 
look in the larger affairs, is for the 
farm woman to produce the food an: 
th: clus) woman to find.the market rt 
a profit to ths producer and for the 
benefit of both. At a meeting I recen‘s- 
ly attended a business man from a 
county that has been outstanding in 
its financial strength these past two 
years said: ‘We make it a rule thar 
there be a market in out town for 
every crop grown in our county.’ No 
sucer plan for suceess could be given 
and I give as the work of the home 
demonstration division for the Georgia 
federation this year the following: 

“(1) Go with a group of farm woum- 
en to the stores in your town and list, 
as the farm women name them, the 


grow. From the merchants, express 


of these foods shipped in. Give this 
information to your home demonstra- 
tion agent or the president of the home 
demonstration council and ask their aid 
in having this food produced. Have a 
merchant to speak to the farm women 
on how and when and in what quanti- 
ties these products should be marketed, 
And keep on the job through the year 

“(2) Start a ‘home Industry shop,’ 
open one day a week or as long as 
necessary, where everything a women 
produces can be sold. Seek ‘women, 
both in town and on the farm, who can 
do something exceptionally well, wheth- 
er it be sausage, cured hams, pound- 
cake, or handiwork, anything that 
someone else will buy. Large indus 
tries in tufted counterpanes, in rag 
rugs, in pickles, have been worked out 
by these means. If you find something 
particularly outstanding, write me and 
I will help you find a market. 

“(3) Have members of your club 
make out a budget of the canned goods, 
preserves and jellies for the year and 
place in the hands of the home demon« 
stration agent not later than March 
that the canning club girls and women 
may plant their gardens to supply these 
wants. 

Council Members. 


*(4) Have a member of the home 
demonstration council an ex-officis 
member of your executive board to at- 
tend all meetings and take back to the 
council those matters in which the 
farm women and the club women cam 
cooperate for the good of both. Ask 
that a similar arrangement be made 
for one of your members to attend the 
council meetings. Mrs. Barry, chair- 
man of the American home of the gen- 
eral federation suggests one ‘Comrade- 
ship Day,’ during which all the farm 
women and the club women come to- 
gether for an all-day meeting and in- 
terchange of ideas. I would like tw 
se: such a meeting in every county ig 
Georgia this year. 

(5) But you say you have no dem- 
onstration agent and no council. Part 
of your legislative program is to in-. 
sist that the Georgia legislature make 
appropriation to meet the Smith-Lever 
fund, dollar for dollar. Then every 
county will have a demonstrator. Ia- 
terview your legislator and learn how 
he stands on this appropriation. Write 
me what he says. But register first, 
if you are not now registered. Yow 
will have considerably more weight. ~ 

“(6) Give publicity to the work of 
your agent and the canning club girls. 
Nothing helps like publicity in a good 
cause and these women are too busy 
and too modest to tell about their 
work. Have the canning club giris 
come before your club and put on @ 
skit. It will be one of your most in- 
teresting programs. P 

“(7) The slogan this year of the 
home demonstration council is ‘Nothin 
bought that ean be raised at home. 
Let yours be ‘Nothing shipped bought 
that can be raised in my county.’

\ HEN a player makes an orig- 

inal bid of one of a suit or one 
No Trump, his object is not so much 
| = to “‘buy something”’ 


as to give informa- 
tion and to open 
the way to receive 
information. — Fol- 
lowing bids from 
partner and op- 
ponents are there- 
by encouraged, and 
the acme of scien- 
tific bidding is 
reached when the successful bidders 
have assumed the contract which they 
would have selected had each seen the 
Other’s cards. 

An original suit-bid of two has a 
Special restricted meaning and is the 
most definitely informatory of all 
bids. 

But an. original bid of two 
No Trumps, or an original suit-bid of 
three or more, is prompted by a desire 
to shut out adverse bids and a willing- 
ness to dispense with all answering 
bids from partner; it is a definite bid 
for the contract, not a feeler to find 
Such a bid is 
called pre-empting, or a pre-emptive 
declaration. 

A pre-emptive 
nounces that 


declaration 
the bidder 


afn- 
believes he 


can win the game with average help 
from his partner, should his declara- 
tion become the contract. A_ pre- 
emptive suit-bid indicates that the 
bidder is very weak in some other suit 
or suits; and a bid of two No Trumps 
indicates a special kind of holding 
which will be referred to later. 
Some writers still condemn all pre- 
empting bids as unwise and unsound, 
holding that the exchange of infor- 
mation between partners never should 
be stifled; but both expert and, popu- 
lar opinion today recognize the pre- 
emptive bid as an important part of 
the declaration, provided it be lim- 
ited to hands with which the shutting 
out of adverse bids is more important 


than partnership interchange, and 
which have the strength to justify a 
high call. 


The player who opens the auction 
has seen but 13 of the 26 cards with 
which he or his partner will have to 
play if either of them become the De- 
Clarer. He therefore is assuming a 
Serious responsibility when, by pre- 
empting, he guarantees to his partner 
that, although he has no information 
concerning one-half of the cards 
which constitute the combined hold- 
ing, he nevertheless feels justified in 
asserting that his declaration should 
stand, no matter what 13 cards his 
partner may hold. 


-_---— 


There are but few No Trump hands 
so strong as to justify an original bid 
of two. Bidding more than one No 
Trump tells the partner not to bid a 
long and strong major suit, and not 
to rescue with the freak type of hand 
with which rescuing is advisable. As 
a rule it is of the greatest advantage 
to have a dependable partner take out 
a No Trump when he has the strength 
and the opportunity; therefore it ts 
usually folly to eliminate the possi- 
bility of so helpful a declaration. 

To gather the full benefit of a pre- 
emptive suit-bid, the bidder must have 
nerve; a_ pre-emptive bid ‘which

The chances are, therefore, that a bid 
of three of a minor will promptly be 
overcalled; and once that happens, 
the main object of the declaration is 
lost: an initial bid of three or four of 
a major, or four or five of a minor 
is much more apt to stand and may 
be cheaper in the end. The hand 
which justifies a pre-emptive bid must 
be such that if it had been started with 
a bid of one and the partner, denying 
the orivinal bid. hae cvercalled with 


one 


any other dectaration, the original 
bidder would have returned to his own 
suit. 

A pre-empting bid may be made in 
a minor suit, but in that case the bid- 
der assumes a serious responsibility. 
He is not apt to shut out the adver- 
saries unless he bid four or five, and 
he tells the partner not to shift to a 
higher-valued declaration unless the 
partner’s hand assures him of a cetf- 
tain game in it—an unusual situation, 
There are many hands which would 
produce just ten tricks for either deal- 
er’s minor or partner's major; in 
which case it would be manifestly une 
fortunate to shut the partner out. 

Although successful pre-emptive 
bidding depends upon skill, judgment 
and “bridge perception” rather than a 
cut-and-dried rule, it may be stated 
that to justify a pre-emptive declara- 
tion the hand of the  pre-emptor 
Should contain: 

(a) A great length and strength in 
the suit named; 

(b) Generally, if made in a major, 
shortness and weakness in the otheg 
Major, 

c) A guarantee of the following

Miss Southcott convinced hundreds 
of the authenticity of her claim and 


to those who professed. belief she 
promised immortal life—always for 
a financial consideration. 

Later-it developed that Joanna’s 
obVious physical appearance, which 
had deluded many, was in reality due 
to an abnormal tumor, but by that 
time she was the object of blind devo- 
tion on the part of her followers and 
the sect she had founded persisted. 


After her death a male leader 
arose, Styling himself the First Angel 
Messenger and quoting the mystic 
Book of Revelation to prove his 
divine mission. 


More of Same Kind. 

Within: the century there appeared 
in England the second, third, fourth 
and fifth Angel Messengers. The cult 
spread to Australia, where the sixth 
Angel Messenger set up his regime 
and where the cult flourished exceed- 
ingly. 

About 1891 came a voice howling 
in the wilderness of Kentucky. It was 
the voice of Benjamin Purnell, pro- 
claiming: 

“Il am the seventh Angel Messen- 
ger!” 


Purnell, then about 30 years old, 
had been a farmhand and carpenter 
on a small scale. He wandered 


through Kentucky and Ohio, attract- 
ing a few dozen followers, men and 
women, and being driven with them 
from place to place before the hostili- 
ty of the folk of more conservative 
religious creeds. 

One day in the summer of 1893 
the citizens of Benton Harbor were 
amazed at the Sight of a strange pro- 
cession Straggling into their town. The 
men wore their hair long and their 
faces were unshaven. They march- 
ed to a field of several acres on the 
outskirts, which they had leased in 
advance, erected temporary shelters

and proceeded to mind 
business and till the soil. 

Benjamin Purnell, his wife, Mary, 
and the motley entourage of the 
seventh Angel Messenger had pitched 
their tents for good in western Michi- 
gan.

askance at them. But they continued 
to attend to their own affairs, bought 
the land they at first had leased, be- 
gan to construct permanent buildings, 
expanded their real estate holdings, 
deposited money in a local bank in 
the name of the colony, which was 
formally incorporated as a voluntary 
religious association, paid all their 
bills promptly and soon came to be 
looked upon as quite desirable citi- 
zens even though they. were queer and 
fanatical. 

Visitors to the colony were always 
welcomed with grave courtesy and 
found a disciple on hand ready to ex- 
plain to them the tenets of the House 
of David. 

They were told that Benjamin was 
destined to preside at the ‘‘ingather- 
ings’ of the twelve tribes—144,000 
persons in all—who were to be alive 
at the judgment day and thereafter 
to live forever on earth, never grow- 
ing old. This was claimed to be 
prophesied in Revelation. 

Wed In Name Only. 


The expounder of the faith would 
naively explain that the 144,000 
mentioned in Revelations referred 
only to males and that in reality there 
would be 288,000 assembled at the 
ingathering——a woman being provid- 
ed for each man. 

Pending that great day, the mem- 
bers of the cult, forming the nucleus 
of this great horde, were compelled 
to forswear all carnal delights. 

Married couples might join the col- 
ony, but must at once cease all 
marital relations. Unmarried mem- 
bers of the cult might wed—that is 
to say, they might through the 
marriage Ceremony—but it was for- 
bidden them ever to consummate 
their marriages.

daughters flee in terror from the pres- 
ence of a loved one the moment life 
ceases. 

A Benton Harbor undertaker has a 
Standing order to dispose of these 
bodies at $20 each. They are buried 
like carrion in rude wooden boxes in 
a forsaken corner of a nearby ceme- 
tery. No ceremony marks their in- 
terment, no Israelite attends, no 
stone, nor even a mound, marks the

Of the many millions of lovely 
trees in Georgia, three of them, from 
motives inspired by their beauty and 
Sentiments of comradeship, have been 
accorded ownership of themselves 
and the land upon which they grow. 


In the city of Athens is a beautiful 
white oak that sixty years ago so en- 
deared itself to its owner, W. H. Jack- 
son, that it was given a deed to itself. 
In this document, recorded in the ar- 
chives of the county, Mr. Jackson 
wrote: ‘‘For and in consideration of 
the great love I bear this tree, and the 
desire I have for its protection for all 
time, | convey to it all possession of 
itself, and all land within eight feet 
on all sides.” 

This tree is near the end of Dear- 
ing street, which it partly occupies, 
and is about four feet in diameter at 
the base. It is lovingly cared for by 
the people of the city. Fifteen years 
ago George Foster Peabody, the 
noted philanthropist, visited Athens 
and was so impressed with the beauty 
of the tree, and the sentiment that 
prompted Mr. Jackson to preserve it, 


that he had a fence of granite posts 
built around the lot and an abundance 
of rich soil placed upon it. 

In the city of Dalton are two trees 
with romantic histories whose tenure 
of the earth is guaranteed by author- 
ity of law. 4 

One is a white oak of stately pro- 
portions, located in Bishop street, in 
an outlying section. It was there 
when the street was laid off and dedi- 
cated to the uses of the public, about 
Seventy-five years ago. The engi- 
neers, admiring the tree for its rare 
comeliness and in deference to the 
imporiunities of its friends, decreed 
that it should be saved from the axe. 
Since then it has continued to grow 
apace like the proverbial green bay 
tree, shading the weary traveler and 
affording an apartment house to the 
many feathered songsters that gather 
and hold high carnival among its 
branches. In 1924 Mayor McAfee, 


by proper authority of the city coun- 
cil, deeded to the tree the lot upon 
which it stands “until time shall have 
withered its limbs and the sap has 
ceased to flow in its fiber.’”’ The deed 
was made to “the old John Eason 
tree, Mrs. Lillian W. Carter, benefac- 


= : 
tress.” This tree shows no sign of 


decay, and bids fair to enjoy its pos- 
sessions for many years to come. 

The other is the Liberty tree, lo- 
cated on the post office square of 
Dalton by special permit from the 
postal authorities at Washington. It 
is a lovely member of the arbor vitae 
family and was planted in 1924, un- 
der the auspices of Dalton Council 
No. 30, J. O. U. A. M., assisted by 
the Daughters of America, during the 
state convention of the Juniors. This 
tree mingles its roots with soil from 
every State in the union and from 
every county in Georgia, collected b 
Mr. W. M. Sapp, a distinguished citi- 
zen of the citv, who conceived the 
idea of the Liberty tree and collected 
the soil. It was planted with befitting 
ceremonies. Uncle Sam and Miss 
Columbia presided and welcomed the 
states, represented by forty-eight 
white-robed young women, and the 
counties of Georgia, represented by 
one hundred and sixty boys and girls, 
each bearing the soil of the respective 
political division, which they depos- 
ited in the excavation made for the 
trea

verts flocked to the House of David 
from all over the world, especially 
from Australia. Many of them came 
with tidy fortunes to swell King Ben’s 
treasury. 

None is admitted to the cult until 
much correspondence has passed be- 
tween him and the officers of the as- 
sociation. The object is to determine 
whether the applicants are really 
among the elect of God. 


It is worthy of note that an ap-. 
plicant for immortality was seldom 
or ever accepted unless he had a 
home or established business or some 
other asset that could be turned into 
cash with him and turn it over when 
he entered the colony, Some mem- 
bers are understood to have paid as 
much as $50,000 or $75,000 for the 
privilege of spending the rest of their 
lives working for King Ben. 

Today the House of David owns 
hundreds of acres of the.most fertile 
soil in western Michigan. Their ap- 
ple orchards are among the finest in 
the country. The colony raises all 
manner of livestock save hogs, which 
are considered unclean. 

The men and women who till these 
orchards and fields, harvest the crops 
and do the other tasks about the in- 
stitution, which is virtualby self-sus- 
taining, do not receive one cent of 
wages. For the most part they live 
in rude unheated cottages scattered 
over the domain and subsist on the 
meanest of fare. 

When, due to seasonal exigency, 
there is a surplus of man-power in 
the colony, the members are hired 
out to neighboring farmers, but they 
are required to turn in every cent of 
their pay to the cult treasury. 

The street cars, for instance, which 
run from the neighboring town of St. 
Joseph, Mich., to the House of David, 
are manned by Israelites. This is a 
condition left over from war days 
when the cultists, claiming exemption 
as conscientious objectors, were draft- 
ed tor work on all lines of the local 
traction company. 

The traction company does not 
even go through the formality of car- 
reing the individual Israelite conduc- 
tors and motormen on its payroll, but 
pays their wages in a lump sum to 
the House of David. 

Of course, there are a few favor- 
ites 


‘ites of the king and cult members of 


higher intellectuality than the aver- 
age who enjoy favors and soft living, 
residing in Shiloh, Bethlehem and 
other commodious and comfortably 
furnished main buildings of the col- 
ony. 

Chief among them are Queen Mary 
Purnell, Benjamin’s wife; Cora 
Mooney, a veritable amazon who acts 
as duenna for the young virgins after 
they have been summoned from their 
parents’ outlying shacks to take up 
residence at Shiloh; Francis Thorpe,

generally considered the brains of the 
cult; Ada Ross, a clever English wom- 
an who acts as secretary and Liaison 
officer with the outside world, and 
Harry Dewhirst, former Los Angeles 
Superior court judge, attorney for the 
colony. 

Members of the baseball team and 
glee club, both of which are accus- 
tomed to making profitable tours of 
the country—that is to say, profitable 
for King Ben—are also immune from 
most of the rigorsof ordinary cult life. 
A star pitcher even went so far some 
ago as to trim his beard to a 
heat Van Dyke and got away with it.

And then—there is Myrtle Tulk, 
One of the most weirdly intriguing 


+’, , 
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figures in all the history of the House 
of David. 

Myrtle Tulk is a woman of about 
35. She has been King Ben’s almost 
constant companion since she was 12, 
at which tender age, according to 
sworn testimony in the United States 
district court at Grand Rapids, Mich., 
she undertook such intimate offices as 
bathing the seventh Angel Messen- 
ger. 

An investigation of the colony by 
the Michigan state attorney general in 
1907 came to nothing, but it was at 
that time that King Ben, cannily pre- 
paring his followers for whatever the 
future might bring forth to destroy 
their confidence in his supernatural 
powers, voiced his prophecy trom the 
Scriptures: 

“The Son of Man will be chased 
like a fox!” 

The fox hunt did not really begin 
until 1922. The year before that 
John W.. Hansel, his wife and chil- 
dren, had left the colony and taken up 
residence in Ohio. This enabled 
them, because of diversity of citizen- 
ship, to file a suit in the United States 
court for damages against Purnell and 
the House of David. 

They set forth that their property 
had been taken from them by fraud 
when they joined the colony and 
asked for the return of its value and 
for the value of their services for all 
the years they had toiled for King 
Ben tor no reward save his promise 
of immortality. The Hansels recov- 
ered judgment for some $32,000,

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Famous Monuments {Tomb of Hadrian} By Hendrik Van Loon | 
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Color Instructions 


You might try a little symbolism in this pic- 
ture and make the sky a bright red. For never 
ha sa building seen as much bloodshed as this 
gigantic tomb of a long forgotten Roman em- 
peror which afterwards became the chief papal 
fortress and the prison in which the Borgias used 
to dispose of their enemies. 


As blue and red make a terrible combina- 
tion, you had better color the river a dark green. 
This is not exactly correct, for the Tiber is as 
muddy'as the Mississippi. But you are striving 
after a picture that shall be interesting and that 
Shall leave a certain definite impression upon 
your mind and not after correct details. If you 
want details, get a photograph or a colored post- 
card. 


The trees, as usual, must be green but the 
building itself will give you a cyance to try out 
several color combinations. You can make it 
a light gray but that will give you a very dull 
picture. Try a background of yellow and while 
your yellow is still wet, go over it quite hastily 
with a brush full of red. In that way you will 
get the effect of an old stone wall and if in addi- 
tion you follow some of the cracks with brown 
you will gain still another couple of centuries 
in age. 


HEN I was a few years younger and 
was obliged to learn my ancient 
history by heart (it was merely a 
question of dates in those far away 
days) I was given a certain year in 
which ‘the Roman Empire had 
fallen.” And ever since it has been very 
difficult for me to get rid of this idea of a 
“fallen empire’’—a world state which exists 
today and behold! Tomorrow and it is 
gone. 

We know better. We know that 
Rome never ‘fell’? in the sense of a city 
or a country destroyed by fire or an earth- 
quake. It slowly grew weaker. It wa@no 
longer able to defend its far spread fron- 
tiers. I gave up one outlying province after 
the other. It was forced to allow foreigners 
to settle down in cities that had always been 
regarded as essentially Roman. Whereas 
in former centuries it had held savage tribes 
at a distance with the help of is invincible 
armies, it now paid them money if only 
they would leave the Italian peninsula in 
peace. 

But nowhere is the rapid decline of the 
proud empire shown with greater and more 
fatal clarity than in the two monuments 
which I shall show you this week and next. 
The visitor of modern Rome is shown

the middle ages, was often used as such. In 
reality it is the tomb of the Emperor Hadrian 


who died in the year 138 of our era. 

When Hadrian came to the throne or 
rather was proclaimed .smperor by his 
troops all civilized people still recognized 
Rome as the center of the world. And this 
particular ruler had sense enough to know 
that the time had come for a complete over- 
hauling of his domains. He made a tour of 
inspection which covered the entire known 
world. Then he set to work to bring about 
the necessary reforms. 

He built a wall across northern Eng- 
land to keep the wild Scotch at arm’s length. 
He built a wall which reached from the 
Rhine to the Danube to safeguard against 
invasion on the part of Teutons. He con- 
structed vast military roads which you may 
see (and use) to this day. He tried to re- 
vive Athens as as international center of 
learning. He collected back taxes and ree 
formed the financial system of the empire. 
And having spent a busy life bolstering up 
the fast crumbling walls of his enormous 
possessions, he died and got himself buried 
in a mausoleum which was so big and so high 
and so strong that it has played a prominent 
role in every Roman uprising of the last 
eighteen centuries and stands today for more 
business. | 
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
